OMAHA, Neb., Oct. 28.—The most de- 


structive prairie fires in the history of 
the state are now raging in Cherry, 
Thomas. Grant, Hooker and Sh«ridan 
counties. They first started in Thomas 
county, in the Snake Creek valley, 
Tuesday, and 
after 
once getting 


under headway, fanned by a stiff 
breeze, traveled westward into Cherry 
and Hooker counties with a speed and 
ferocity that was startling in the ex- 
treme. In these counties, hundreds of 
thousands of head of cattle have been 
grazing, they having been sent here 
from the southern portion of the state 
where the drouth was felt the most 
heavily, the grass in this section being 
fair, and it is thought the most of 
them are burned, as they were in the 
direct path of the flames. 


Near Mullen, on the ranch of L. E. 


Lusher, four lives are reported lost, in- 
cluding Lasher himself, and several 
thousand tons oi hay are burned. 


At Whitman and Hyannis several 


hundred head of stock,perished and a 
considerable quantity of hay was 
burned. It is almost impossible to get 
authenticated information, as it is 
some distance from railroad stations; 
b»t news that has already been r«- 
ceiv«d places the loss to the farmers 
and stock raisers at an enormous fig- 
ure. The flames are traveling west- 
ward, fanned by a wind blowing at 
the rate of seventy miles an how, and 
the loss cannot be estimated at this 
time.

It is not because the 
volume of money is less, but because 
money circulates less freely.

Taking the tax off of lumber makes 


the building of a house cost the builder 
20 per cent less than it did when our 
lumber interests were protected. That 
is what Gen. Black said and the fellow 
who is going to vote the Democratic 
ticket though the skies crack and fall 
said "amen."

Did Gen. Black know better when he 


made that statement, or did he make it 
with the view of fooling the voters who 
heard him? The total cost of the raw 
material in a house costing 81300, couf 
sidering the lumber in the tree, the clay 
and iron ore and other minerals in the 
earth, would not amount to 8100; and 
the total cost of such a house, less that j 
8100, represents labor and profits; and if

whether it be in lumber or on the other

General Black 
knows this as well as any one, for m 
congress he declared in favor of reduc- 
ing wages if the price of wages made the 
things we buy higher, but the reason he 
did not say this in his speech in the tab- 
ernacle is that he was trying to deceive 
workingmen into voting the Democratic 
ticket against their own interests, by 
assuming that the cost of a house had 
been reduced 20 per cent by a reduction 
m the lumber bill alone.

WHERE INSECTS 
DO THRIVE. 


Experiences of » Traveler Through the 
Mountains ot Montserrat. 


One of the first things that struck me 


in Montserrat was that nearly all the 
plantation houses were surrounded by 
white sand. When I asked about it I 
found the reason sufficiently startling. 
There are serpents in Montserrat, and 
great spiders as big as a child's head, 
and centipects and scorpions and myri- 
ads of small green and brown lizards. 
It is to Iceep these creatures away that 
the sand is brought up from the beach 
and spread around the houses. Snakea 
and spiders and others crawling things 
do not hke to make themselves too 
prominent, and they hesitate to cross a 
wide strip of white band. When they 
try it they are easily seen and killed.
